Claims 2-6, 8-32, 200-205 and 210-212 are allowed as the prior art does not teach or suggest 
the applicant's invention. 

The amended claim language and the applicant's remarks during a series of telephonic 
interviews conducted distinguished the application's invention over the references prior art of 
record including U.S. Patent Nos. 4,071,697; 3,730,986; 4,768,228; 4,536,791; 4,305,101; 
3,848,082; 4,573,072; 4,054,911; 4,724,491; 4,071,697 and 4,603,232, in that differed from the 
cited prior art. The various claimed limitations mentioned in the claims are not taught or 
suggested by the prior art taken either singly or in combination, with emphasize that it is each 
claim, taken as a whole, including the interrelationships and interconnections between various 
claimed elements make them allowable over the prior art of record.
